Rumors had been coming in- 
to Atlin and the surrounding country 
for some time that an active voleano 
was in frequent eruption about fifty 
miles away. The volcano is of more 
interest than appears on the surface 
for only one other mountain in that 
country has been reported before in 
eruption, and that only on a «mall 
scale. No name has as yet been given 
to the mountain, but the officials at 
Atlin are reported to be preparing to 
make a trip of inspection to the site 
in a short time, and they will undonbt. 
edly give it a name. The reported 
active volcano is said to be the second 
one in a string of four mountains lying 
fifty miles due south from Lake 
Gladys, all of which are reported to 
be at least 14,000 feet in height. The 
firat report thnt the mountain was 
an active volcano was brought to Pine 
Creek by a party of prospectors who 
were camped at the foothills of the 
mountain one night when it began to 
emit large clouds of steam and ashes. 
Molten lava ran down the side of the 
mountain in Jarge streams. Since 
that time at least a dozen different 
parties have reported seeing the 
mountain in a state of eruption, and 
the officials at Atlin at last became 
interested, with the result that as 
soon as possible a party of them will 
be sent out to make an invesfigation 
of the wonder. They will have scien- 
tific instruments along, and will be 
able to take data which will un- 
doubtedly prove of much interest and 
value to science.

A CARLIT RINNE. 


SENOR SAGASTA NOW ADMITS THE 
EXISTENCE OF CARLISM. 


The Spanish Goverament Has Taken 
Precaution to Deal With a 
Carlist Movement. 


London, Dec. 1.—The Biarrit cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says: 
‘‘Senor S:gasta, who has hitherto been 
skeptical on the point, now admits 
that Carlism is the greatest existing 
danger to Spain. The. authorities are 
seriously alarmed at the indications of 
an imminent rising. The Carlist plans 
have been elaborately devised, even to 
the extent of appointing a governor of 
Madrid.’”’ 

The Madrid correspondent of the 
Daily Mail says: Licut.-General Cor- 
rea, minister of war, declares that the 
govcrument has 140,000 troops in readi- 
ness to take the field in the event of a 
Carlist rising and will soon have 200,- 
000 available. He says, however, he 
does not believe that the Carlists intend 
to move yet.*’ Four hundred guns, 
which were being smuggled, have been 
seized in a Basque village. 

‘‘Don Cralos in his forthcoming 
manifesto, will make a strong appeal to 
the army. The Carlists disagree among 
themselves as to the advisability of an 
immediate movement. The military 
element is impatient: but the civilians 
urge the uselessness of an attempt to 
rise until the Carlists are assured of the 
help of the army.”’ 


Affairs in Havana. 

Havana, Dec. 2.—The executive com- 
mittee of the Cuban assembly agreed 
at its last session to make 1t compulsory 
upon the part of any Cuban officer in- 
sulted by Spamish. United States, or 
other officers, to chalienge the provoker 
to fight a duel. The measure has two 
aims, according to the Cubans, first ‘*to 
maintain the dignity of the Cuban 
army,’’ and secondly ‘‘to check the 
impudence and insolence of many so- 
called Cuban officers, who, without ever 
having put their courage to the test, 
having enlisted after the armistice, and 
swaggering abont with Cuban uni- 
forms, endeavoring to offend Spanish 
ofticers.’* It is learned on good author 
ity that the Cubans have recently and 
secretly acquired quite a formidable 
armament, the ulterior object of which 
is not known. It is added that they 
have purchased ever $,000 rifles within 
the last ten days, and the fact that. 
they are continuirg to purchase arms 
and ammunition is causing considerable 
speculation here. 


M. Dapay Opposes. 

Paris, Dec. 2.—In the chamber of 
deputies today. M. Gauthier, republi- 
can, introduced a resolution providing 
for the election of senators by universal 
suffrage and demanded urgency. The 
premicr, M Dupuy, opposed the grant- 
ing of urgency, and said the chamber 
should think twice before deciding 
upon a proposition changing the whele 
electoral system. Urgency, however, 
was adopted by a vote of 243 to 22s.

NUT ICE CREAMS, 


Sets Combine Deliciously With Frute 
Cream. 

Nut creams are the latest in the pop- 
alar frozen delicacy. This deligitfx) 
variation of the standard article may 
be very casily made by using Neapolitan 
or Phiadelphia ice cream as a basis, 
and it furnishes an acceptable novelty 
for the entertainments of the social sea- 
son now opening. 

Chestnuts must be well boiled till 
quite soft, mashed, rabbed through a 
sieve and then slightly salted, but all 
other nuts are more pronounced and 
better flavored if unboiled. Almonds, 
chestnuts, filberts and hazelnuts should 
be shelled, blanched, chopped fine, sift- 
ed and added to the cream at the begin- 
ging. They may also be slight=y roast- 
ai, chopped, pounded to a paste and 
tubbed through a sieve with the addi- 
tion of a little cream. Add this paste to 
the hot cream and set aside to cool. 

Nats combine deliciously with many 
of the delicate fruit cream ices. Equal 
parts of either walnuts, pistachios or 
almonds and mixed candied fruits make 
&@ good combination with almost any 
cream ices for a basis. The addition of 
® pinch of salt to each quart of nut 
cream heightens the flavor (especially 
of pistachio), which is slightly insipid 
Without it. 

All cream ices containing nute re- 
quiro a longer time both to freeze and 
to ripen, because of their oily nature. 
Observe the same general rules for 
freezing, packing and moldirg as for 
ordinary cream ices, 

Almord Ice Cream.—A quart of 
cream, four ounces of shelled almonds, 
a teaspoonful of vanilla essence anda 
few drops each of rosewater and bitter 
almond extract. First blanch the alm- 
onds, then pound them to a paste ina 
mortar, adding the rosewater and a 
very little cream gradually. Heat the 
cream in adouble boiler until quite hot, 
not boiling, melt the sugar in it, and 
when cold add the almond and vanilla 
essence. Freeze and pack according to 
general practice. 

Chestnut.—Take a quart of cream, 
half a pint of chestnuts, shelled, half a 
pound of sugar, half a teacupful of 
orange juice, a teaspoonful of vanilla, a 
teaspoonful of essence of almonds, 
sweet. Prepare the chestnuts by cither 
of the ways given in general direction; 
and finish the same as for the al:nond 
cream ice. 

Filbert or Hazelnut.—Add quarter 
of a pound of the nut kernels toa quart 
of good ice cream, without forgetting the 
pinch of salt in the first instance. 

Pistachio. —Prepare a quart of good 
ice cream. Blanch and pound to a paste 
four ounces of pistachio nuts. Rub into 
the paste three drops of oranze flower 
water, and when the cream is quite cold 
add the paste with a teaspoonful of alm- 
ond essence and four or six drops of 
any green coloring (spivach, etc.,) to 
give the requisite shade. Finish as 
asual. 

Walnut.— Blanch one-quarter pound 
of walnuts as directed for the almond 
cream, chop fine, sift, stir in a saltspcon- 
fol of calt and add toa quart of ice 
cream when half frozen. Let it stand 
for two hours after freezing to ripen.
